Declares Chattanoogans Hanged 
Negro to Forestall Fed- 
eral Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, "May °2%—The Gov= 


ernment hag taken steps to punish the 
persons responsible for the lynching in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., on March 19 last, of 
the negro, Ed Johnson, who, under sen- 
tence of death for assault, had been al- 
lowed an appeal by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

In the Supreme Court today Attor- 
ney-General, Moody asked that the per- 
sons: involved be summoned to show 
cause why they should not be punished 
for contempt of the court. 

The persons named as defendants are: 
‘John F. Shipp, Frank Jones, Matthew 
Galloway, C. A. Baker, T. B. Taylor, 
Fred Frauley, George, Brown, Jeremiah 
Gibson, Marion Perkins, Joseph Clark,

After reciting the facts of the arrest. 
‘convisction and sentence of Johnson;

and had been denied the aid of counsel 
in violation of the fifth and sixth 
amendments to the Constitution and 
other rights under the Fourteenth 
amendment; and the order of the court 
of March 19 allowing the appeal to the 
Supreme Court, and the fact of the tele- 
graphing of the order of the court to 
John F. Sharpe, sheriff of Hamilton 
County, who had Johnson in charge,

Edwards fell from the ear, 
found between the tracks. 

Waited Vainly for Signal. 

H. S. Tanner, conductor on the freight 
train, whose home was also at 2011 Rut- 
ger street, waited vainiy the signal 
to go ahead after the other freight train 
passed, and when it did not come, began 
a search, which resulted in the finding 
of Edwards’ body. 

The freight train on which 
stood was No. 64, eastbound, from Se- 
dalia to St. Louis, Saturday night. It 
went into a switch at Osage to allow 
a fast westbound freight to pass. 

A storm -was- approaching,.. heralded 
by thunder ard lightning, but rain had 
not begun falling. Others of the crew 
noted the blinding flash just as the 
fast freight passed. It was accom- 
panied by a roar of thunder. 

Edwards was 30 years old. 
and two children live at 1018 East Fifth 
street, Sedalia.

SLAYER HASTENS HOME 





Says He Meant to Surrender 
After Telling Mother 
of Tragedy. 





In a fight caused by a dispute over 
a dollar, William B. Abbott, proprie- 
tor of three poolrooms, shot a cus- 
tomer early Monday tn his establish- 
ment over 106-110 North Sixth 
street. The man, wounded just above 
the heart, ran downstairs and half a 
block east on Pine street, then fell 
dead. His body is at the Morgue. 
Abbott is a prisoner in the Four 
Courts holdover, and says he fired the 
shot in self-defense. 

Abbott said he had never seen the 
man before, and none of the others in 
the poolroom was able to identify him. 

He was about 25 years old, 5 feet 9 
inches tall and weighed about 160 
pounds. His face was smooth, with no 
indication of any growth of beard, His 
hair was rather long and dark brown, 
his eyes gray, his teeth white and well 
kept, his hands e¢alloused andd_ iscol- 
ored, as though -~with hard work. He 
wore a new suit of clothes, bough at a 
department store. The suit is of black 
cloth, with small streaks of white run- 
ning lengthwise of the goods. He wore 
a white shirt, a celluloid collar, size 
144%, and a black string tie. His cloth- 
ing was cheap, but new. In his pock- 
ets were found $2.10, three buttons and 
two keys and a bottle of medicine with 
no label tu indicate where it came from, 

The shooting occurred shortly after 
2:30 a. m. Monday, and Abbott was 
arrested an hour later at his mother's 
home, 2825 Morgan street. A half doz- 
en men who were in the establishment 
at the time of the shooting were cited 
to appear as witnesses at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest. Abbott says that he 
expects them to substantiate his story, 
of self-defense. 

Never Saw Him Before. 

Abbott is 43 years old and has lived 
in St. Louis 16 years. He has been con- 
ducting pool rooms for 17 years past. 
He says he never took a drink of in- 
toxicants in his life, and says that he

SAVES CONDEMNED MAN 





Princess Ena’s Request Spares 
Spaniard About to Die 
on Gallows. 


MADRID, May 23.—The feature of to- 
day's festivities in honor of the wedding 
of King Alfonso to Princess Victoria, as 
the Spaniards term Princess Ena of Bat- 
tenberg, was an automobile parade in 
which a royal party participated. Two 
hundred cars beautifully decorated with 
flowers and flags and filled with pretty 
women in gay costumes, defiled through 
the streets, which were packed with 
holiday crowds. 

On passing the royal palace, King 
Anfonso, Princess Charles and Fer- 
dinand and the Infanta Isabel joined 
the procession, the King and princes 
driving their own cars, The route 
was to the Pardo Palace, where Prin- 
cess Victoria reviewed the parade. 

During the afternoon the King and 
the Queen are to receive the members 
of Parliiment, and later drive in an 
automobile through the palace park. 
During the trip the King observed a 
soaring eagle, called to the game- 
keepers for a _ rifle and fired, but 
missed. 

Mr. Whitridge, the special envoy of 
the United States, will arrive here at 
midnight tonight. 

Condemned Man Pardoned., 

inducing the King to _ pardon 
a man condemned to death as 
her first notable act since she 


came to Spain to wed Alfonso XIII, the 


Princess Ena has further endeared her- 
self to the Spanish people. The King’s 
pardon reached the condemned man, 
Fernando Levera, just in time to save 
him from the gallows. 

Levera was to have been executed in 
the neighboring town of Badajose, but 
the population solicited Princess HMras 
intercession and she spoke to the King, 
who consulted with his ministers, and, 
after a Cabinet council, the Govern- 
ment resolved to grant the request, as 
it was the first petition the Princess 
had made in Spain. Thereupon the 
King issued a pardon, and the tele- 
gram announcing this fact reached the 
prison at Badajose half an hour be- 
tore the time set for the execution. The 
march to the scaffold was about to be- 
gin when a messenger brought word of 
pardon. 

There were remarkable scenes of re- 
joicing. The townspeople formed a pro- 
cession and sang the praises of their 
Queen-to-be. The people of Madrid also 
highly approve the Princess’ humane 
intervention, and the newspapers com- 
ment upon the coming Queen's first act 
as being one of mercy. 

The Pardo palace was again the scene 
of royal ceremonies yesterday, the ideal 
weather permitting of open-air religious 
services on the lawns of the palace, 
where the military bishop celebrated 
mass.

She left the room 
adjoining his,-where she had slept with 
her motner, and went to him. 

Klostermann was sitting on the side 
of his bed, partly dressed. In his hand 
was a soda bottle. 

‘‘Good-by, Rosie,’ he said. ‘This ends 
it all, little sweetheart.’’ 

With one hand Klostermann warded 
off his daughter, while with the other he 
pressed the soda bottle to his lips until 
he had drained the last drop. He then 
caught the girl convulsively to him and 
fell from the bed in a convulsion, 

Rosie's scréams brought the family 
into the room—Mrs. Klostermann and 
the other three children, who lived with 
their parents. After the first spasm of 
pain Klostermann lost consciousness. 
Dr. Orlando Gibson of 1310 North Jeffer- 
son avenue was summoned, but found 
the man dead. 

Klostermann was 43 years old.

SLAYER OF MILLIONAIRE 
SNELL NEVER CAPTURED. 


The stor; of the murder of Million- 
aire Amos J. Snell and the sudden 
and inexplicable disappearance of his 
Supposed murderer, “Willie” B. Tas- 
cott, has been the subject of police 
theories and newspaper stories for 18 
years, but the slayer, if alive, is still 
a fugitive. 

Owner of the toll road running 
through Jefferson, and one of Chica- 
go's largest real estate owners, Snell 
was found murdered in his bed at his 
home, 425 Washington boulevard, Chi- 
cago, On the morning of Feb. 8, 1888. 
There was a bullet hole in the breast 
and another behind the left ear. A 
check for $5000, made by A. J. Stone, 
Mr. Snell's’ son-in-law, payable to 
Snell, was missing from an iron box 
in the bedroom. What other property 
Was secured by the murdered .-is un- 
known to this day, as Snell himsglif 
was the only person to’ whom the 
contents of his strongbox was known. 

An extraordinary feature of the 
crime was the fact that, although the 
murder was committed at 2 a. m. and 
the pistol shots awakened servants in 
the house, no attention was paid to 
the unusual noises and the body was 
not found until 7 o’clock, when the 
coachman entered the house to attend 
to the furnace. 

One by one the meager clews were 
taken up by hordes of city and private 
detectives and each was followed per- 
sistently to its baffling end. The mem- 
bers of the family could give little in- 
formation. The murdered man's. wife 
Was very ill at the time and was not 
told of the death of her husband until 
several days after the funeral. The 
daughter, Mrs. Frank Coffin, who has 
since figured. in sensational] divorces and 
remarriages, was visiting friends in M‘]- 
waukee.” The servants apparently 
knew nothing. 

A few articles found in the murdered 
man’s bedroom finally rastened suspic- 
cion upon. ‘Willie’ Taseott, and ‘the 
fruitless search across the continent and 
into foreign countries for a man with a 
$50,000 price on his head began. In the 
office of the Chicago Custodian of police 
property today are a small russet hand- 
bag, a plain gold ring with a ruby set- 
ting and a pile ef shirts marked ‘“W. 

. T.” Some of these articles were 
found in Snell's home the morning aft- 
er the murder; others were recovered in 
a pawnshop; all were identified by a 
woman with whom he had associated 
as the property of ‘Willie’ Tascott. 

For 18 years Tascott has eluded the 
police of the entire country. No less 
than a dozen suspects have been ar- 
rested in different cities, but proved that 
they were not the fugitive and were 
released. And so the murder of Million- 
aire Snell, though not in itself so much 
of a mystery, has baffled the Chicago 
authorities for nearly two decades.

This morning a score of children ap- 
peared at the institution with little iron 
banks, in which they had deposited pen- 
nies, dimes and nickels, and which they 
wished to leave with the bank. - These 
toy banks had been distributed by the 
Savings Bank. Many of the children 
cried when they learned that the bank 
was closed. 

The seven other banks have prepared 
for runs, but so far there has been no 
withdrawal of funds. The Conqueror 
Trust Co. called for help from St. Louis, 
and $50,000 in currency was forwarded by 
the Commonwealth Trust Co. by ex- 
press. It will be here tomorrow, but 
there is little likelihood that it will be 
needed. 

George W. Layne, the principal own- 
er of the bank, has issued a statement 
in which he says that the stockholders 
will be paid in full. He admits that 
the Ozark Mining Co., of which he is 
the president, has overdrawn his 
account, but says that the amount does 
not exceed a few thousand dollars and 
that it will be immediately straightened 
out. 

President Layne, who owns 8000 acres 
of land in Arkansas valued at about 
$80,000, has offered to turn over his per- 
sonal property to repay depositors. 

He pledges his private fortune to pro- 
tect the depositors, who number 1000 
and are mostly miners. The last state- 
ment published gave the liabilities of 
the bank at $118,000. 

The deposits subject to check amount 
to $87,000, while the demand certificates 
amount to $16,000. 


The capital stock of the bank is $10,- 
000. Bank Examiner Wade gives bad 
loans as cause of the failure. He ex- 
presses the opinion that the depositors 
will get only 10 per cent. The Ozark 
Mining Co. was engaged in coal oper- 
ations in Indian Territory. 

The Joplin Savings Bank was the only 
institution in Missouri organized under 
the State savings bank law. This is 
the first bank failure that Joplin has 
ever had. 

A quiet run started 6n the bank two 
weeks ago. About that time Bank Ex- 
aminer Wade reached Joplin and learned 
that the cash reserve was below 15 per 
cent demanded by the State law. He 
communicated with Mr. Cook, who 
came here at the suggestion of Secre- 
tary of State Swanger and made an in- 
vestigation. This morning's action was 


i the result. 


The bank was established in 1900 by 
Mr. Layne, who had been in Joplin 
three years and was regarded as a 
man of wealth. He was interested in 
railroad and mining deals. Associat- 
ed with him as stockholders in tne 
bank are: John W. and Blizabeth 
Clark of Chicago, N. R. Park of Ada. 
O., and John A. Campbell of Joplin. 
The bank is located in the Busch 
Building at 410 Main street. right in 
the center of the city. 

Mr. Layne has been concerned in sev- 
eral business and financial deals here. 
the most important being the consoli- 
dation of the telephone companies of 
Joplin, Carthage, Carterville, Webb City 
and Neck City. He came here from 
Logansport, Ind., where he had been 
engaged in the real estate and loan 
business. 

Layne also is treasurer of the Lehigh 
Mining Co., president of the Delaware

Says Company’s Books Will 
Show How Individuals 
Were Tracked. 





EXPERT FIXES RAILWAYS 





Trust Never Suffers in Any 
Traffic. Deal, Gruet 
Declares. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 28.—John P. Gruet, 
for many years secretary of the Wat- 
ers-Pierce Oil Co. of St. Louis, and one 
of the prominent men of the Standard 
Oil Company, which controls the former 
corporation, said today that there were 
some things he wished to add to his 
revelations in the Sunday Post-Dispatch 

yagarding the great oil monopoly. 

“I notice-that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in Cleveland is bring- 
ing out some facts regarding the trou- 
ble of independent shippers with rail- 
roads,’’ remarked Mr. Gruet. ‘‘One man 
said that his consignments were de- 
layed by the Water’s-Pierce agents. I 
do not recall] this particular case, but 
such things happened to many dealers 
who tried to oppose the Standard. 

“In the St. Louis offices a certain of- 
ficial was charged with the duty of at- 
tending to the railroads. He expended 
such money as was needed, and used 
whatever methods were necessary to 
head off competition. We other officers 
were particular never to know just what 
he did, because we always had in mind 
the possibility of being called to the 
witness stand under oath—so, while we 
imagined perfectly well what was going 
on, we could truthfully reply that we 
had no direct information on the sub- 


ject, 
“The Standard maintains an extensive 
telegraph system of its own. Along the 


route of every pipe line is the private 
wire of the company, directly owned by 
it. This affords trunk lines from East 
to West. In addition there are private 
wires leased from the telegraph compan- 
jes connecting the principal cities. To 
guard against leaks, aS soon as a mes- 
sage reaches a point on the tank line 
it is switched so that no unfriendly ear 
hears it. 

“Some witnesses assert that the tele- 
graph wires are tapped to learn of the 
movements of the rivals. That is pos- 
sible, but to prove it is a very difficult 
thing. A company that subsidizes rail- 
road clerks would not hesitate to ap- 
proach telegraph companies. But of this 
I have no direct knowledge, and there- 
fore cannot speak. 


Secret Service System, 


“All around the country spies and de- 
tectives are used whenever necessary. 
This system applies not only to obtain- 
ing information concerning rivals, but is 
applied to the Standard’s own employes. 
Men are tracked and watched as if they 
were suspected criminals. I have in 
mind instances where books showed ex- 
penditures that proved to be for secret 
service funds and reports on movements 
of individuals. 

“The system of obtaining information 
is an extensive one. Nothing that di- 
rectly or indirectly affects the trust is 
secret very long from 2% Broadway. It 
would be easily within the province of 
the secret service to know that I am 
I have 
no doubt that my presence in town was 
reported soon after my arrival. 

“ww, H. Tilford occupied a position in 

the Standard, which in ordinary busi- 
ness would be called general manager 
of the details of organization. He con- 
trols and directs the field forces 
throughout the country. H. M. Tilford 
is his assistant and factotum, who issues 
fiats to the subsidiary Standard Oil com- 
panies. James A. Maffitt is one of the 
smartest men in the business. He is 
an executive in conjunction with W. H. 
Tilford, his particular lines being re- 
fineries and the freight situation. The 
latter department of freights is proving 
most interesting, in view of recent in- 
vestigations. 


Expert Rate 
‘Immediately in charge of the railroad 
traffic is S. M. Felton, for many years 
connected with Western roads. He 
maintains intimate relations with rail- 


roads and officials throughout the coun- 
try, and sees to it that the Standard is 
never a loser in any traffic arrange- 
ment. Mr. Felton sometkmes came to 
St. Louis to consult with officials of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co., of which I was 
secretary. in regard to rates in our ter- 
ritory. Rates and tonnage were never 
fixed with any regard for public or in- 
dividual interests, but always for No. 26 
Broadway. 

“The United States is not the only 
country which” suffers under the oil 
monopoly. Mexico is as absolutely in 
ite grasp. The Waters-Pierce Co. first 
entered that fleld and established a re- 
finery. Crude oil is shipped from Phila- 
delphia itn Standard tank steamers to 
Mexican rts and refined there by the 
Waters-Pierce refineries. 

“H. Clay Pierce of this ofl company 
je also a president of the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railway. Along this line, at Ebano. 
is an oll fleld that will be handicapped 
and undeveloped unless ownership goes 
to the Standard. The first act of the 
present management of the Mexican | 
Central on assuming office, was to can- 
cel a contract for oi] with the Ebano 
operators. Mexico's greatest need is 
fuel, many parts of the country being 
almost destitute of it. Until the rail- 
roads establish a cheap commodity rate 
on fuel oll the country must suffer. 

“The Standard monopoly is maintained 
tn Mexico by a variety of means. It 
long has been the custom in Spanish 
countries for officials to look to their 
private interests. I think I may say 
that the Standard has never scrupled in 
Mexico nor in the United States to 
gratify the private desires of persons 
whose influence was needed.’

Though St. Louis is a mid-continental 
town and far from any great body of 
Water, there is some trifle of yachting 
enjoyed by its citizens along- somewhat 
limited littoral of Creve Coeur Lake. 
They are even talking of regattas, Lip- 
ton cups and such things are these 
hardy old sea dozs of the arm sloughs 
of the Missouri slough. 

It is three years since men tirst went 
a sailing of boats at Creve Coeur, Yet 
they are making preparations for a re- 
gatta. All they reed is wind to fill 
the sails. They have some water and 
Some-beats and canvas, but wind is | 
mot plenteous under the bluffs of Creve 
Coeur. 

’ There are 15 vessels on the lake now, 
sloops and  catboats. Several new 
boats have been built or are building 





and older ones are being overhauled 
and putin the best possible condition 
for the race for the championship of 
the lake which will be held about June 
6. This event last year vied with the 
championship competitions of the 
Southwestern Rowing Association for 
the distinction of being the feature ol 
the Creve Coeur Lake season. 

A course of six miles was mapped 
out and the Frazier Stewart Cup was 
won by the cat-rigged- yacht The Wren, 
which has been put in commission again 
this year and has been overhauled and 
especially prepared to defend the cup. 

This is the second year of the exist- 

- @nce of the club and its present officers 
are Commodore, Charles J. Daly; vice- 
cummodore, Fred E, Abel; captain, Clar- 
ence G. Carter; secretary and treasurer, 
Charles G. Andrus.

The fielder, either righi 
or left, gets it as the batter turns first 
base and the other runner third. The 
man at first starts for second. Now, 
ten chances to one, especially if the 
fielder is the least bit young, or new. 
or dumb, and his coaching it not good, 
he will throw to second base to ston 
that runner taking two bags on what 
is a Single to him. Players take a per- 
sonal pride in holding hits down to 
their proper value or less. No plaver 
likes a man to take two bases on a <in- 
gle hit to him. 

S5 to second the ball goes. 
ment it does that run comes in from 
third. No chance-to stop it. Maybe'the 
other, runner is out at second. What if 
he is: A run is well worth two outs in 
a pinch. And if the fielder does not 
throw to second the runner has that 
base sure. 


Now how much better it is to make 
this play at this per that to wait until 
the flelders settle down and get ready 
for a double steal to second and to the 
plate? This last is a ticklish and dif- 
ficult play with five chances of losing 
to one of succeeding. Whereas the other 
play is a living cinch. If the outfielder 
does not throw to second the man gets 
there standing up. If he does throw, in 
comes the run from third. 

We have seen the Cleveland, both Chi- 
cago clubs, Detroit the two St. Louis 
teams and Philadelphia Nationals have 
chances innumerable to make this play, 
but McGraw was the only man to accept 
his opportunities.

A_ silver dollar 
taken from the poeket of one of the 
victims was melted on both sides.
